BUYING CLOTH SHOES 
It in very difficult to judge the 


quality of a., shoe. -If. the shoe is 
a high, grade line, put out by a re- 
liabla "house, you are safe in as-- 
suming that the cloth is ' of good 
quality. A cloth shoe will not -al- 
ways wear. as well as a good lea- 
ther, but if it is a good quality, it 
ought to' give service. It cannot, 
of course, bo polished and- kept in 
shape as • easily' as 
leather can. 
i'ou can 'generally tell -a. very poor 
quality of cloth.'shoe by the "Cot- 
tony" look. 
. 
. 
. 
Canvas 
shoes- are. . light, cool, 


easily cleaned, and; not so expen- 
sive as leather';' so are general fa- 
vorites 'for summer wear. Canvas 
is a cotton cloth in plain weave] 
Different 
grades of canvas 
are 


made up into different price s'hoes. 
Those showing a strong yearn and 
irmly woven material will give the 
best wear. 
Duck is similar to 


canvas. 
, 
Satin shoes are. especially desir- 


able for 
dress wear, because of 


iheir 
beautiful lustrous 
surface, 


and because they can so easily be 
matched to almost any color of 
costume. They, are, of course, not 
so strong or durable as leather. 


Gold and silver, cloth are made 


from threads .of metal. The great- 
est disadvantage of these is that 
they are apt to tarnish. Alumin- 
um cloth looks like silver cloth but 
does not tarnish. - 


Brocade is a cloth with a fancy 


weave, which is-used only, for ev- 
ening slippers. 
The figures stand 


up from the cloth as is embroider- 
ed on it." Should the threads from 
some of the figures become-Broken 
after some wear, the loose ends 
straggle upon the surface and look 
nvost untidy. 


Cloth tops, when fashion Allows, 


are used with kid or calfskin low- 
ers, for everyday ' wear. 
If good 


quality, these cloth tops do not 
fade or stretch badly. The most 
desirable fabrics used are craven- 
ette, serge, tv-rumbo 
("rumbo") 


and poplin. Cravenettc -is water- 
proofed, and so does not spot. A 
good quality of serge wears well, 
but the cheaper grades are strong- 
ly adulterated with cotton. Rum- 
bo is a woolen fabric wih a napped 
stronger and firmer. It is not so 
surface 
resembling 
velour, 
t>ut 


serviceable as the smoother fab- 
rics. Poplin is usually very strong 
and satisfactory. 


The material, color, appropriate- 


ness, and how a shoe can be clean- 
ed, 
are 
all important points in 


deciding whether one cloth shoe is 
better than another.

ENATOR 
ARTHUR CAPPER of 


Kansas has his lightning rod up for 


tho presidency in 1924. He is politically 
ambitious and he wields an immense 
amount of power as tho head of a group 
of farm papers in Kansas and the middle 
west. 
It is significant that he has re- 


cently been adding to his string of farm 
papers by buying other farm weekly pa- 
pers in strategic places. 


The Capital Times believes that Sena- 


tor Capper is a menace to real progrcssiv- 
Ism in this country. We believe him to 
be a political trimmer. He is an ardent 
progressive in his newspapers in the mid- 
dle west and a standpatter in the United 
States senate. He is continually playing 
double and continually gives his aid and 
support to the foes of the farmers while 
himself posing as the friend of the 
farmer. 


In recent campaigns. Capper has given 


his aid to the re-election of standpat sen- 
ators. He worked for Kellogg in Minne- 
sota and Townsend in Michigan. 


The double dealing of Capper leaves 


Senator La Toilette and the members of 
the Wisconsin delegation, as the leaders 
of the new people's bloc in the next con- 
gress. 


"Fighting Bob" was the only political 


leader of either party of national promi- 
nence who had the courage to go into 
North Dakota or 'Minnesota to urge the 
election of Governor Frazier and Dr. 
Shipstead. 


La Follette endorsed Col. Smith Brook- 


hart in iowa when the latter was light- 
ing a desperate battle for the nomination 
and it was La Follette who induced the 
railroad brotherhoods and the chiefs df. 
the American Federation of Labor to 
swing in behind the Iowa Progressives. 


Unless all signs fail, Robert M. La Fol- 


lette will stand out in the new congress 
as the leader of a real "people's bloc," 
which will replace the farm "bloc", com- 
manding the support of Shipstead, Brook- 
hart, Norris, Howell, Ladd, Frazier, and 
probably Norbeck. 


This group would bo large enough to 


hold the balance of power in the Senate 
just as the old "insurgent" movement 
organized in 1909 by La Follette secured 
practical results in the Senate a decade 
or more age. 


Senator La Fol'.eite is the only pro- 


gressive leader at Washington who has a 
solid delegation behind him in the House. 
This group of eleven Progressive Repub- 
licans, excluding Victor Berger, is large 
enough to control trie situation on close 
roll-calls in the House. 


The Republican majority in the new 


Congress is not expected to go beyond 
22 or 2S. The Republicans cannot elect 
a speaker or organize the committees of 
the House without the support of the 
Wisconsin members. If the administra- 
tion leaders deny to Wisconsin congress- 
men proper committee assignments, pat- 
ronage rights and fair treatment in oth- 
er respects, the eleven Wisconsin Pro- 
gressives can bolt the party, join the 
Democrats, and prevent the G. 0. P. lead- 
ers from organizing the House along par- 
ty lines. 


This is probably the first time in 


American political history that one state 
delegation exercised such immense pow- 
er in Congress. 


The Wisconsin delegation has already 


established a reputation 
i'or independ- 


ence. 
It voted practically as a unit 


against administration provisions in the 
revenue bill of 1921, it voted against the 
Fordney-McCumbcr tariff bill, and ir lias

The delegation is now in a position to 


force the adoption of many of its poli- 
cies and the Old Guard will be forced to 
make concessions or take a drubbing.

he was nineteen, when

teaching 


school. 


For seven years he followed this work, spend- 


ing his vacations at college. He was gradu- 
ated from Ohio Northern university, Ada, 0., in 
1SS;1 and was made n professor of history in 
tho institution, serving for three years. He 
later became director of the law sch'ool and vice 
president. 


From 1902 to 1007 Fess was engaged in ex- 


tension work for the University of Chicago. 
In thc latter year he was made president of 
Antioch college, Yellow Springs, 0., in which 
capacity he served until tus resignation in 1917. 


Being n good debater in college, Fess became 


j active in political campaigns as early as 1S8-1 


:md has participated in every national cam- 
paign since. His address on "Sound Money" 


I in the silver campaign of 1S96_ was used as a 


Republican campaign document. 


He campaigned that state in the interest of 


McKin!ey, hut was defeated for nomination as 
state senntor tbjough a miscount, he says. 


"After th»,election' to the constitutional con- 


vention of 1912 from'Greene county, he w<i 
made it* "vice preiidint. He also served' «s 
chairman of th»conT«ntiori;commitee on edu- 
cation, and wa§ ..a member ol tile committee 
on liquor traffic,

He favored a legislative program advocating

1920. 
While serving as chairman of the edu- 


cation committee of the house Fess had charge 
of the investigation of'the rehabilitation of the 
disabled soldier, which resulted in the estab- 
lishment of the disabled veteran's bureau. 


In 1916 he spoke'with President Wilson at 


Independence hail, Philadelphia, and two years 
before gave the Lincoln birthday anniversary 
address before congress. His reply to Meyer 
London, Socialist, on the German government, 
•delivered in 1917, has been commended. 


Fess is the author of "Outlines of American 


History," and History of Political Theory and 
Party Organization." He also served for four 
years as editor of the World's Events magazine. 


As for his political convictions, "Fess is a 


high protectionist, and.William McKinlcy is his 
greatest statesman. Early in life he read Nic- 
olay and Hay's "Lile^ of Lincoln" and was 
very much influenced by it. His adherence to 
prohibition and woman's suffrage even in. the 
years when 
both 
were unpopular, are well 


known. In the Ohio constitutional convention 
of 1012 he was considered progressive.

voted to submit to vote some of the most pro- 
gressive measures qonsiderd, including he short 
bal'ot.
